The Indianap olis & C incinnati p ow ­ 


er hou se in this city is fast reaching 


com p letion and is ju st beginning to 


tak e on the ap p earance of the enorm ­ 


ou s p ow er fu rnishing p lant w hich it 
is to be. 
R u shv ille p eop le are ju st be­ 
ginning to realize tha t this bu ilding 


is going to be one of the largest elec­ 


tric p ow er p lants in this p a rt of the 


S tate and are ju st beginning to get 
an idea of how the grou nds w ill look 


when all the other bu ildings are erec­ 
ted and all the track s are laid. 
A t p resent the com p any ’s su rv ey ors 
are lay ing off the grou nd owned by 
the traction sy ndicate in this city for 
the rem ainder of the bu ildings and 
track s, consistinsg in the m ain, of the 
carbarns, sw itches, etc. The grou nd is 
being stak ed off so that the erection of 
these new bu ildings m ay begin as soon 
as p ossible. 
A fter the grading and 
lay ing of the track s, the su rrou nding 
grou nd w ill be graded and brou ght u p 
to a lev el w ith the bu ilding floors. 
The C. H. & D. w ill bu ild a sw itch 
on the north side of the bu ilding, 
grading the track u p 15 feet to a lev el 
w ith the coal w indow s of the p ow er 
hou se. 
The p ow er hou se itself is 128 feet 10 
inches long, 118 feet 3 inches w ide 
and 6 0 feet high at the highest p oint. 
The first floors are 0 feet 6 inches 
abov e the p resent lev el of the grou nd 
and there is little danger of w ater 
ev er flooding the engine and boiler 
rooms. 
The low er p a rt or basem ent 
w ill be u sed for storage p u rp oses only . 
The 
bu ilding is bu ilt entirely of 
brick , iron and concrete and is thou ght 
to be fire-p roof. 
The m assiv e concrete 
fou ndations ex tend m any feet into the 
grou nd, abou t eighty tons of concrete 
being u sed in their constru ction, w hile 
the fou ndations bu ilt for the e le c tri­ 
cal m achinery , boilers and engines re ­ 
q u ired alm ost as m u ch more. 
B rick -lay ers hav e all com p leted their 
w ork , loaded the ir scaffolding, etc., 
and retu rned to Indianap olis and the 
stru ctu ral iron w ork ers, w ho hav e been 
p lacing in p osition the m assiv e iron 
su p p orts for the roof and floors, com ­ 
p leted their wrork y esterday and de­ 
p arted for the ir resj>ectiv e homes. Mr. 
D. McAv oy , of Chicago, the genial 
gentlem an w ho has had charge of the 
stru ctu ral iron work a t the bu ilding, 
left last nig ht for P fttsbu rg. 
He w ill 
retu rn here again in abou t three week s 
before, going home to Chicago. 
Mr. 
McAv oy 
is one of the m ost ex p erienc­ 
ed stru ctu ral iron w ork ers in the cou n­ 
try and has bu ilt m any large bu ildings 
and bridges throu ghou t the land. The 
concrete w ork on the roof wTas also 
finished y esterday and tha t p art of the 
bu ilding is now ready to be tu rned 
ov er to the tar-p ap er m en who are ex ­ 
p ected to arriv e from Indianap olis a t 
any tim e. 
Room has been left in the bu ilding 
foF the p u rp ose of enlarging the p la nt’s 
electrical cap acity w hen the line is 
ex tended to C incinnati. 
The p resent 
eq u ip m ent of the p lant is for fu rnish­ 
ing p ow er for the 'line betw een this 
city and Indianap olis only . 
Three 
boilers and sets of tu bes, altogether 
w eighing m any tons, are being p laced 
in p osition this week by a set of men 
u nder the direction of Mr. D aniels, 
another m an who is a thorou gh m e­ 
chanic. 
Some w ork has been delay ed 
by the non-arriv al of the crew from 
the D etroit Iron W ork s who were to 
p u t in p osition the big 15-ton trav e l­ 
ing 
crane 
ly ing 
w est 
of 
the 
bu ilding, an accou nt of w hich was 
giv en in the R ep u blican som etim e ago. 
Coal w indow s hav e been p laced in the 
north w all of the bu ilding. 
Bu nk ers 
w ill be added later and the fu rnaces 
w ill then be fed by m achinery . 
Two 
m assiv e 
W estinghou se, 
alternating 
F u lton, C orliss engines of 500 k ilo 
w atts each, w ill 
be p laced in the 
bu ild ing sbon u p on the heav y concrete 
fou ndations w hich hav e been bu ilt for 
them . 
The other m achinery , consist­ 
ing of electrical generators, ex citers, 
conv erters, 
transform ers, 
m otors, 


sw itch boards, and steam Dean p u m p s, 
headers, 
and w ater-heaters w ill be 
added l&ter. 
The large steel sm ok estack , w eighing 
m any tons, is now being erected by a 
crew from the R acine Iron W ork s of 
R acine W isconsin. 
The stack , w hen 
com p leted, w ill be 19 0 feet high from 
the grou nd u p and 18 0 feet from the 
floor of the boiler room. 
The stack 
w ill be 17 feet in diam eter a t the base 
and 12 feet a t the top . 
A long steel 
ladder w ill ex tend to the top and the 
interior w ill be lined w ith fire brick 
and clay wThich w hen bu rned ou t oc- 
casionaly w ill hav e to be rep laced. 
The 
concrete 
fou ndation 
of the 
stack is 24 feet sq u are 10 feet high and 
ex tends 15 feet into the grou nd. 
The 
stack is bu ilt ou t of sem i-circu lar steel 
p lates, ^ inches in thick ness, w hich 
are hoisted u p from the ou tside by 
m eans of a derrick . 
The w ork m en hav e a bridge 
on 
wheels, w hich 
they ru n arou nd on 
the edge of the iron p lates w hen they 
are p laced in p osition and w hich is 
hoisted as the p lates are p u t in p osi­ 
tion from the inside. Alm ost all work 
is done from the inside and the riv e t­ 
ing 
is 
all done 
w ith 
comp ressed 
a ir hamm ers. 
A bou t 40 feet of the 
stack has been p u t together so far bu t 
it has not been riv eted com p letely as 
y et. 
The p ow er hou se is v isited by m any 
of ou r citizens wTho are daily w atch­ 
ing the engineering feats p erform ed 
there, the lik e of w hich has nev er been 
seen here before. 
The constru ction of 
this electrical road and p ow er hou se 
in ou r city w ill continu e to be w atch­ 
ed w ith interest and it is hardly neces­ 
sary to add tha t ou r city w ill be p rou d 
of the p lant w hen it is finished.

The D em ocrats of R u shv ille m et a t 
the assem bly room in the conrt hou se 
last nig ht to nom inate a city tick et. 
The m eeting was called to order by 
F rank H all and a call of the delega­ 
tions to see w hether they w ere fu ll or 
not rev ealed the absence of nearly all 
the m ost p rom inent D em ocrats of the 
city , am ong them being B. F. M iller, 
R u sh B u dd, Ray m ond H argrov e, Ben. 
L Sm ith. 
It req u ired some tim e to 
fill these v acancies, fou r alternates 
hav ing been called to fill a p lace be­ 
fore any one resp onded. 
S. L. T rabu e was chosen chairm an 
by acclam ation and T. A. G eraghty 
secretary in the same m anner, both of 
w hom are k now n to be H earst men, 
show ing tha t the H earstites w ere not 
going to ru n the risk of a iu irk er e n­ 
dow m ent of any k ind. 
D onald Sm ith, 
W ilbu r S tiers and 
Tom A rbu ck le w ere ap p ointed a com ­ 
m ittee on resolu tions, and rep orted re ­ 
solu tions p ledging them selv es to re ­ 
du ce the c ity ’s indebtedness (by a d d i­ 
tional tax lev y we su p p ose,) and op ­ 
p osing adv ance of natu ral gas rates, 
and as against erecting an ex p ensiv e 
high school bu ilding, bu t to erect one 
off and aw ay from the others for the 
colored children. 
On the call for nom inations the F irst 
W ard p resented 
the nam e of A. R. 
H olden for M ay or 
and the Second 
w ard F rank J. H all. 
Mr. H all arose 
and as p er ap p arent carefu l p rearrang- 
m ent, said he was not a candidate for 
the p lace and tha t they shou ld cast 
their v otes for the other candidate, 
bu t sat dow n before w ithd raw ing to 
the great disap p ointm ent of Mr. H ol­ 
den, bu t to the ap p arent satisfaction 
of the delegates. 
The ballot tak en rev ealed to Mr. 
H olden and his six friends that he was 
a candidate in name only . 
The Sec­ 
ond wrard oast one v ote too m any and 
had to v ote ov er. 
It was su ggested 
by some one p resent that this was 
p art of the game and if H olden had 
dev elop ed any u nseen 
strength the 
corrected ballot w ou ld be the m eans 
of sav ing H all. 
The co rrected ballot resu lted in a 
v ote of 50 for H all and 6 for Holden. 
Mr. Holden, lik e the boy “ who was 
glad his m other 
w iiip p ed him , be­ 
cau se it edu cated him so m u ch,“ said 
he was glad they v oted for H all. 
F or C lerk E rnest N eu tzenhelzer and 
K now les Casady w ere p laced in nom i­ 
nation and the la tte r nom inated by a 
v ote of 30 to 26 . 
F or T reasu rer, Ed. Oglesby was the 
only candidate, and was nom inated 
by acclam ation, and 
introdu ced by 
the chairm an as the nex t C ity T reas­ 


u rer, bu t Mr. Oglesby in his talk did 
not talk at random lik e the ap ostle of 
H earst and said “ inc a se I am elec­ 
te d .” 
F or M arshal C harles M oorman, C. 
H. Jones and M ichael G ordon were 
p laced in nom ination and the first ba l­ 
lot resu lted in M oorm an 6 , Jones 25, 
G ordon 25, bu t it wras fou nd tha t the 
T hird w ard had “ ap p lied the brak es” 
to p rev ent a nom ination by v oting 
one too 
m any and 
a 
“ corrected” 
ballot show ed M oorm an 4, Jones 24 
and G ordon 27 , one man in the F irst 
w ard had ap p arently become d isgu st­ 
ed and refu sed to v ote. 
Mr. M oorm an w ithdrew before the 
second ballot and the p lot to nom inate 
G ordon 
w ithou t incu rring the d is­ 
p leasu re of Jones who has alw ay s'been 
a faithfu l D em ocrat and a p arty w ork ­ 
er, began by the F irst w ard “ ap p ly ing 
the brak es” to p rev ent Jones* nom ina­ 
tion and w hile their first ballot show ­ 
ed three m ore than they w ere entitled 
to, it only show ed tw o v otes for G or­ 
don, 
w hile the “ corrected ballot” 
show ed fiv e 
for 
G ordon,

London, Ap ril 12.—A corresp ondent 
with the Jap anese headq u arters sends 
the following dated Ap ril 11 by wire­ 
less telegrap h v ia Wei Hai W ei: 
“At 
p resent 
Inform ation from 
the land 
front m u st be belated owing to the dis­ 
tance of the ex isting head base of the 
adv ance gu ard, bu t this will soon be 
remedied. 
“It is dou btfu l w hether the long ex ­ 
p ected engagem ent for the p ossession 
of Yalu riv er will ev er tak e p lace, cer­ 
tainly not u nless the R u ssians hav e 
been reinforced more heav ily than my 
inform ation leads me to believ e. This 
was foreseen by the Jap anese and 
hence their strenu ou s efforts to block 
Port A rthu r so that they may be able 
to redu ce the length of their land com­ 
m u nications by the establishm ent of a 
more conv enient sea base. 
It m u st 
be rem em bered that u nless the Jap ­ 
anese secu re the north of the Yalu 
with a new base by Ju ly the land 
m ov em ents from Korea will become 
p ractically imp ossible. 
“The rainfad of su m m er is so heav y 
that all m e flimsy bamboo bridges will 
be destroy ed 
This wou ld indicate 
that it is not to the adv antage of either 
belligerent to engage In a stru ggle in 
the v icinity of the Yalu . 
“The R u ssians desire to get the Jap ­ 
anese forces inland with the hop e of 
env elop ing them , while the Jap anese 
want to get inland becau se the cou ntry 
affords a more su itable theater of op ­ 
erations. 
“As the tim e is short, a new effort 
of the Jap anese m u st be dev elop ed al­ 
most im m ediately .“ 
A corresp ondent at Seou l say s: 
“It 
is believ ed that the Ru ssians north of 
the Yalu are not su fficiently nu m erou s 
to w ithstand the Jap anese adv anca for 
any considerable distance bey ond the 
riv er.“ 
According to a corresp ondent 
at New Chwang, the heav y rains hav e 
flooded We railroads and block ed the 
roads throu ghou t sou thern M anchu ria. 
The field telegrap hs hav e been inter­ 
ru p ted and the cou ntry is im p assable. 
The Ru ssian officers, say s the corre­ 
sp ondent, consider that Jap an loat the 
chance 
of 
occu p y ing 
New Chwang, 
where the defenses are now amp ly su f- 
flcient to rep u lse attack s.

Ap ril 12.—The hou se 
has p assed the bill rep orted by the 
com m ittee on riv ers and harbors ap ­ 
p rop riating $3,000,000 for the restora­ 
tion or m aintenance of channels or of 
other riv er and narbor im p rov em ents. 
K r. Clark of Missou ri made a p lea 
for the im p rov em ent of the Misaou ri 
riv er. 
Qu ite a large nu m ber of bills 
of m inor im p ortance were p assed. 
The Cu lberson am endm ent to the 
p ostofflca ap p rop riation bill, p rov iding 
for a commission to Inv estigate the 
p o8 tofllce dep artm ent was before the 
senate all day , and after being ru led 
ou t of order In modified form, was 
p ending when the senate adjou rned. 
Mr. Gorman made an earnest p lea for 
an Inv estigation, say ing the p ostofflce 
dep artm ent had cast reflections u p on 
m em bers of congress and that a thor­ 
ou gh ex am ination shou ld be had. 
Mr. 
Aldrich answered that the am endm ent 
as finally modified 
m eant nothing; 
that if an Inv estigation was to be had 
it shou ld be a “liv e one."

State Statistician J ohnson 
has received reports from nearly a 
hundred townships in all parts of the 
stats and in every locality, except in 
the northern counties, the township 
trustees lament the fact that the wheat 
prospects are discouraging. 
Mr. J ohn­ 
son expects that the harvest for Indi­ 
ana will not be more than 65 per cent 
of a normal crop, ^'hich will be one 
of the lowest records in years. 
Gov­ 
ernment reports to Mr. J ohnson esti­ 
mate the crop of Indiana at 71 per cent 
of a normal crop. 
The best conditions prevail in the 
northern counties, where there was 
snow nearly all the winter, and where 
there was no thaw followed suddenly 
by freezing. 
Reports from J asper, Benton and 
White counties show that practically 
no wheat was planted in these coun­ 
ties this year. 
Experience has shown 
the farmers that wheat is not a profit­ 
able crop, and they have sown their 
lands in something else. 
Mr. J ohnson is hopeful that condi­ 
tions during the remainder of spring 
will be such that the wheat will de­ 
velop as much as possible. 
Last year 
at this time the wheat crop could not 
have looked more promising, but the 
heavy rains spoiled it. Two years ago, 
he says, the outlook was as poor as it 
la now, but with the most favorable 
weather a fair harvest was gathered.
